in .which, in city after city in the 
North as in the South, on every pub­ 
lic occasion, the men w ho wore the 
blue and the men who wore the gray 
now march and 
stand 
shoulder 
to 
shoulder, giving tangible proof we are 
all now in fact as well as in name a 
reunited people, a people 
infinitely 
richer because of the priceless m e m o ­ 
ries left to all Americans by you men 
who fought in the great war. 
Last 
Memorial D a y T spoke in Brooklyn, 
at an unveiling of the statue 
of a 
northern general, under the auspices 
of the Grand A r m y of the Republic, 
and that great audience cheered every 
allusion to the valor and self-devotion 
of the men 
who followed 
Lee 
as 
heartily as they cheered every allu­ 
sion to the valor and self-devotion of 
the men who followed Grant. 
T h e 
wounds left by the great civil 
war 
have long healed, but its memories 
remain. 
Th ink of it, oh. m y country­ 
men, think of the good fortune that 
is ours! 
That whereas 
every other 
war of modern times has left feelings 
of rancor and bitterness to keep as­ 
under the combatants, our great war 
has left to the sons and daughters of 
the men w ho fought, on 
whichever 
side they fought, the same right to 
feel the keenest pride in the great 


bulence. the alteration of anarchy and 
despotism. 
But the good sense and 
sci 1-restTaint of the average American 
citizen falsified th'ese prophecies. The 
great armies disbanded and the pri­ 
vate in the ranks, like the officer who 
had the threads of his life where he 
had dropped them when the call to 
arms came. 
It was a wonderful, a 
marvelous thing* in a country conse­ 
crated to peace with hut an infinites^ 
mal regular 
army, 
to develop 
so 
quickly the huge hosts which fronted 
one another between the James and 
the Potom ac and along the Mississip­ 
pi and its tributaries 
But it was an 
even more wonderful, air even more 
marvelous 
thing, how 
these 
great 
hosts once their work done. resolved 
themselves into the general fabric of 
the nation. 
Great though the meed of praise is 
which is due the South for the sol­ 
dierly valor her sons displayed dur­ 
ing the four years of war. I think 
that even greater praise is due to her 
for 
what 
lier 
people have accom ­ 
plished in the forty years of peace 
which followed. 
F or forty years the 
South has made not merely a cour­ 
ageous. but at times a desperate strug­ 
gle. as she has striven for moral and 
material well-being. 
H er success has 
been extraordinary, and all citizens 
of our comm on country should feel 
jo y and pride in it: for any great deed 
done, or any fine qualities shown, b y 
one group of Americans, of necessity 
reflects credit upon 
all 
Americans. 
O n ly a heroic people could have bat­ 
tled 
successfully against 
the condi­ 
tions with which the people of thc 
South found themselves face to face 
at the end of the civil war. 
There 
had been utter destruction and disas­ 
ter, and wholly new business and so­ 
cial problems had to he faced with 
the scantiest means. 
T h e economic 
and political fabric had to he read­ 
justed in the midst of dire want, o f 
grinding poverty. 
T h e future of the 
I broken, war-swept South seemed be­ 
yond hope, and if her sons and daugh­ 
ters had been of w eaker fiber there 


would in very truth have 
been no 
hope. 
But the men and the sons of 
the mop w ho had faced with unfalt­ 
ering front every alternation of good
